The Truce in the Coalfields* 

The coni dispitlo baft eiicloa for the tuiio beiiif* by the reLarrt of 
iho on tiio ownen*' tomift' ilifttHot Reitlotiionta and ion|*or 

hours* Starvation has tvoaion the workers again, as it ia ahvayfi 
bound to do in a test of omlurance, But British indnstrieH have 
received some hard krjocks in the struggle, For instance, in April 
last fliero were 147 blosi EiirnaceK in opoi-ation, producing monthly 
5a9,(KX> tons of pig iron and G6l*00(l tons of stceh but in Hoptoinbor 
only five furnaces were working* w'iih a consequent fall in production 
to 12p(XX) tons of pig iron and tlGjOfK) tona of steel, The mineowners^ 
however, are determined to got back their loBses at the exponse of 
the rest of the coiinnunityj and arc making bdjuloufi [yroiitiS owing to 
the scarcity of coal everywdicrc. In spite of the present abnormal 
demand* about 1(10,000 minora iiro j^till \moini>lnyed* and ifc is naid 
that when normal conditions are reached again 300,000 minora will 
be out of work. What ia to happen to thaao inon ? The Colonics 
will not take them becauflo they are not agriciiHnral labourers and 
have no capital, and other industriea here cannot absorb thorn* 
Even ^[r* Baldwin would not c,xpect them to lie down luid die in 
order to save him trouble* and unless some alternative occupation is 
found for them we hope they will soon begin to make their voices 
licard* If we wem a aensiblo would pnll down a few 

fences and let the unemployed produce some of the food we import 
from the far ends of the earth. Last year w^e paid .650,0(10,000 for 
impoitcil bacon and hamSj i653|000,000 for butler, £15*700|000 for 
cheese, and £16*660*000 for eggs* Wo also paid many millions for 
wheat and dour and meat* besides large sums for fruit and vegetables. 
Wc are not so foolish as to say that ail these things could be pro* 
duced here to-morrow, but we can find many authorities for saying 
that if w'e set ouraelvcs seriously to the task we could produce in 
these islands all the food we require. It would certainly be a more 
oougonial occupation than digging coal from the bowels of the earth 
or sitting on office stools reckoning the profits of our masters and 
pastors. But those fenoas would eertainly have to come down first, 
and a lot of other obnoxious things would come down ■with them, 


A Merry Christmas* 

Now’ that we are approaching the time when Christians unite in 
celebrating the birth of the ** Prince of Peace/* it will be interesting 
to look round and see how they carry out the teachings of their 
master. After four years of war in which even the greediest of 
militarists must have been sated with slaughter, and in which 
Christians killed Chmtians with great gusto, we still find many of 
them in almost as warlike a nriood as in 1914, In spit© of the League 
of Nations, the struggle for the balance of power in Europe is being 
waged before* France makes treaties with Poland and the 
Balkan States, Germany makes treaties with EusBia and Italy, the 
Balkan States follow the fashion among themselves, and Bussia 
continues the game with Asiatic States. Mussolini says the Allies 
have broken the promises made to Italy during the War, and, like 
the ex-Kaiser, demands her place in the sun or promises trouble. 
He has just made a treaty with Albania which amounts to a protec¬ 
torate over that country, and this causes such alarm in Serbia that 
the whole Cabinet resigns. As Mussolini's position is becoming a 
bit shaky, it is feared he may do something desperate to unite the 
country at his back; and Franco and Turkey are massing troops to 
meet the danger. The outlook is bo threatening that the editor of 
the Observer warns Mussciini that if Italy fires the first shot in a 
new war she will “ eourt the fate that fell upon the Hapsburg Em^nre 
after the fatal night of July 29, 1914, when the bombardment of 
Belgrade was the real beginning of the World War/' So it looks as 
though carols will be sung in Europe this Cliristraas to the making 


of munitimiii. In China the Powora havo fmaticed ihn rival wardorda 
against tin? OanioncBo Government, hut iiii^ now vtiwXy lo recoguiso 
the ** Bedfl,'^* us the press eallH ihoin. Lord Iticlicape raised a storm 
by saying that the anti-forcign fcMtlitig in China waft duo to the work 
of Chrirttinn miftsioimrioa On tiia otlior side of the Atlantic wo find 
the United States ibreatening Mexico with ini nUiinatum* *-^nd ho 
it goes on wherever we find a (.'hrij^Liaii Govemmont. Merry 
Christmas, indeed, my masterH. 

How Stalin Defeated Trotsky* 

The quarrel in Russia hcfcwcen Trotsky and fitalin need not 
smqjriao anyone. The growing power of the peii«autry wsvft hound to 
ho reflected in the ijolicy of tlio Govenmicnt, and Btalin and his 
supporters know that sooner or later, like Lenin* they must make 
concefjftiona to the peasantry* and ivns shaping their plans accord¬ 
ingly* Trotsky and Zinoviev say truly that the Dictaionihip of the 
Proletariat is based on the factory workers* and they are diHiimyod 
by the increasing inllumico of the jjcaeanta. 'I’lioy want to tax them 
by raising the priooB of niamifncturod arbioles, using the proceeds to 
speed U 17 indufltrialiflation. They still think a revolution in the West 
probable, ami want to favour the w'orkers as iniicU as X)nflsihle* Thu 
nmjonty of the CoinmuniBt Party, led by Stalin, have denounced the 
X)rox> 08 al to increaso prices. The x>easantft* tlrey say, nm.st bo 
encouraged, not &ul>iugated* Tlie quanel between the two s^tiona 
was very fierce, Trotsky appealing direct to the workers in the 
factorioB. The Government would have been shaken severely if the 
workers had gone against them, so at the eriikul moment they 
announced an increase of wages for those omxdoyed in the following 
industries: coal-mining, ore-mining, metallurgical* chemical* textile, 
manufacture of chirm, glass* and matches, This adroit move turned 
the scale In favour of the Government, and Trotsky was defeated* 
But in raising the wages of these workers Stalin repudiated his 
own policy of not taxing the peasants, for iiicveased wages moan 
increased prices of the goods the peasants buj** How’over, Trotsky 
was beaten, which was the only thing that mattered* Aa the 
Presiduum of the Central Council of the Trade Unions had just 
previously decided to levy 1 per cent* of the workers' wages during 
the whole period of the miners’ lock-out here, the increase of wages 
killed two birds with one atone—paid for the levy and knocked ont 
the Opposition, 

Socialism and Liberty* 

Sir Hemy’ Slesser, M.P., Solid tor-Genera! in the Labour Govern* 
ment, ia much concerDed about the question of individual liberty* 
Speaking on December 12 at Whitefield'a Mission, in London, he 

aaid:_most disquieting development of modem times is the 

tendency to belittle the importance of freedom and liberty. * * . . 
Personality was a sacred thing which had rights that should not be 
invaded by the militarist or the reformer* , . . Whatever the political, 
social, or economic aims and achievements of the might be, if 
individual liberty were lost in the process then nothing was gained*^ 
This ia what Anarchists have been saying for many years, but it 
sounds rather strange from an ex-Minister In the Labour Govern¬ 
ment* All the policies of the Labour Party are based on the 
principle that the State is everything, the individual nothing. There 
has been much searching of heart on this question, which has inspired 
a new Fabian Tract, Socialism and the Standardised Life/' by 
William A. Eobson. " Socialism, as commonly conceived/' he says* 
represents tho apotheosis of the Many . , , , but it docs not follow 
that Socialism either must or should ignore the Few* By the Few 
one means the handful of exceptional men and women to be found 
in every walk of life*” So only tho Few will have individual liberty, 
while the Many will bo etaiidardiacd* But who will decide who are 
the exceptional Few? Sir Henry Siesser'a Anarchist views should 
lead to a fruitful discussion in Labour and Socialist circles*

worLr can see no farther than the particular occupation to which he 
is enslaved it is because his eyes have not had the opportunity o 
taking in a larger view. If ho interprets tlio Class Struggle as repre¬ 
senting merely a conflict over wages and 
his immediate employer, it is because a narrow Trade Union 
has given him that impression; and it can be removed only by 
showing him that the real struggle is a far larger one, between 

tlioBo who at present monopolise the sources of life, *b®toby^ 
power over their fellow-creatures, and those who are thus rendoied 

helplessly dependent on them. _ 

From first to last it is a question of education, and it seems to 
me tiiat we have fallen into a most dangerous habit of minimi^g 
tlio educational value of straight propaganda and exaggerating 
enormously that of events. Wo trust that something will happen, 
hut we forgot that what results from that happening wiU depend on 
the mentality of those to whom it happens. An uphoavd among 
men saturated with a servile philosophy of life will result m Dictator¬ 
ship, and this is what has hcen taking place recently in many parts 
of Europe. The masses have been trained, alike by their former

It mih advfMsnted and eapUiined with great 
lucidity. a» 110^©^ a necoasary corollary to the law of iMjual freedom, 
by one of the motit penetrating Bcientific mindn England boa pro^ 
duced; and it haa to he remembered that Bpcncer hattKl the Btuie, 
and coniluttttxl it with extruoreiinary' ahilily throughout bin long 
career. No one has flhown morcr clearly that it ta the cluld of 
Militariftm. .md aatumtod with the barbaric menuUtty of coercion 
and iovaatoit- No one haa dcuioustrated ntoro ctmcluaively that w© 
depart from aavogeiy' and advauco lowardtt civihsafcion in proportion 
an we abandon the coercive State and auhstitut© for it the voluntary 
agreomentjs of free men* Vet 1 have knovi'u leading Anarchist© who 
comiidercd that the system of land tenure advocated by Herbert 
Sp*mcer would make the State omnipotent. In my judgment, it 
would reduce the State to impotence, and f feel very csertain that its 
adoption would be opposed tootFi and nail by every form of Special 
Privilege. 

In any event, tfie Anarchist moveineut will have to wotiviiice the 
rnoBf-'-^ that it invites them to a stniggle for something really worth 
the having, viz., their natural inberttaoco. the Barth, on and by 
which they have to live, ft must be able to convince them that 
thereby they will come into fall and e<jaal enjoyment of the procti* 
cally ineichauuUble resources of a civilisation which, thanks to the 
discoveries made by Science, ifl only now at the first Ihresbold of its 
productivity; and that from such e<jiial enjoyment none who is willing 
to bear bis due share of the common burden of necessary work vrill 
be excluded, W© must got our own heads, and those of the masses, 
out of tlic clouds and down to the earth beneath oar feet ; and I am 
fully in accord with Tolstoy, who declared years ago that the land 
qutmliott is now as ripe for aettletncnt as was that of chattel slavery 
in the United Btates Ihrec-quarters of a century ago. Indeed, it is 
the ousting of a parasitic landed aristocriLcy, arjd the occupation of 
the land by the actual cultivator, that has ^ven the Kussiati llevo- 
liitiofi its real worth. In any event, economic freedom la uiilbtnk* 
ablo m long aa the maises are barred from acam to Nature*B 
storehouse. 

Clw thought BCfTins to me the first prc-mjuiiito to a strong 
Anarchist movement, for a mentally muddled iigilatioii cannot be 
efTcctivc. U oil comes down to work, and this, though it may at 
first an irkjiome cfTort, soon becomes an abaorbing paHsion as new 
horizons oijen up and the magnificcnoo of the struggle breaks into 
view. I have no set plan for the regeneration of the race* fn fact, 
1 detest Utopias, regarding tfmm as iitt/nnptfl lo dictate to the futtire, 
and therefore doomed to fiiiltiro. Humanity must work out its own 
life, and all we have a right to demafid, and all wo do demand, is 
that every- one ehall have an e^jual chance of doing that. For the 
rest. I conceive this entire struggle oh being, at bottom, Iwtwcen 
Bcience, whofi^f missioti it is to catablmh realities, and the illuHionB 
wo bavu inherited from a past ©teeped in superstition, credulity, and

The might of our Empire naturally makes it hatefL 
for tliC! world is well aw'iire that, by one means and another, it 
has managed to bring nearly n quarter of the globe under its 
ownership, direct or indirect. The other nations may not ho 
very wise, hut they know enough to realise that the conqueror 
invarlnhly profits bv his conquests, and thai as he waxes strong 
and Avealtby those he has conquered grow poor and Aveak. la 
not that the best of all causes for hatred? Wimt more impera¬ 
tive and sacred duty^ indeed, can Life impose on any iiidividmil, 
or group of individuals, fhan to achieve iiidcpendencu, avid back 
lost mardiood* and conquer Freedom? 

This is the Anarehi&t philosophy, and avg AnarclnatB wlioukl 
openly rejoice that men of all naiionalitica are moving fast 
toward its recognition in theory and accomplish men I in fact. 
Wo should nob bo deapondent because* for the moment, our oAvn 
particular movement niav seem to be disorganised. If we seem 
lost among the contendiug multitudes, that is only because the 
battle to-dny is cm an incomparahly grander scale. It is our 
thought tliat is irluiiiplung. It is our passion for frecclom that 
is how taking possossion of the nations, Om^ sun is dawunng, 
but it luiB still to force; its wiiy through uuiny a stonn-clmicl; 
liTul iiDperiiitism, strong in tho mentni indolence mid inonil 
cownrdieo of uinssos hiihitiiatod to centuries of slavish thought, 
will give us yet the stiffest kind of fight.

Mv own recollection of Fukbdom goes bnck thirty-ono years, 
although lU that particular lime the paper was temporarily 
suspended. Having first hecomo interested in Anarofiism in the 
\eor 18D4, 1 bcgim to read the Freedom PampliJets, and that 
inadc me mtcregied in seeing some of the men and women who 
made history m the revolutionary movement* The result was 
\r I aspect of the Mecca» and Kropotkin, Louise 

Miehtd, Malatesta, TeherkesofT, and others the prophets* 

A steamship rale war w'as on in the early months of 1805, m 
with a fine spirit of adventure I purchased a steerage ticket at 
the office of the Cunard Line for the sum of $10.00^ye&, $10*00 
—and sailed on the s.s* " Umbria '* for Liverpool. 1 carried 
with me two letters of introduction from Charles W. Mowbray, 
one of which was to John Tumor and the other to some com¬ 
rade in the East End whom I never saw. 

Through Turner^ with whom by the way I have retained an 
unbroken friendship for these thirty-one years, I met the mem¬ 
bers of the Freedom firoup* It seems to me some fifteen or 
twenty men and women met at the homo of Alf. Marshj on 
( aniden Street, to discuss plans for the International Socialist 
and Workers CongreBs to bo held the following year in London 
At this gathering were Tchorkeaoff, Turner, Marsh, Nettlau’ 
Ikmard Jvampfrneyer, Tchaikovsky, and a number of others, 
lo me it w^ag both ii novel and an inspiring tea-party and made a 
profenmd impression on me. 

'iunier told me of the suspension of Freedom because of the 
illness and final witlidrawal of Mrs. Charlotte Wilson from the 
post of editor, and how it was to be revived wdlhin a few months 
with Alf* Marsh as editor, and himself as publisher* My stay 
in England lasted only three months, but that was sufficient for 
me to meet the Kropotkins, Mala testa—perhaps the latter was 
then a prisoner in Italy and we met later, I forget—Frank Kitz, 
Sam Mainwaring, Wess, and others now dead or retired. To 
i^peak in Hyde Park and other places a few times, and to return 
lo the U,S* with a desire and a feeling I would return to London, 

After the visit of Turner to this country we corresponded, 
and finally he wrote on befialf of the Freedom Group asking me 
to come over and take charge of FiiKEDow printing oflico. 

I accepted the offer and started out from Chicago, tramping or 
hoboing the way; lull fate directed my fix>tstep8 in other dircc- 
tjona* and I failed to reach Loudon until the winter of 1898* 
Itemaining six years and eight months, or until August, 1904, 
iny eonnenlioii with !■ rrepom was active and inspiring* It is 
haril lo Kpeak without liinolion of the friends dead and gone with 
whom I spent many fruitful as well nn pleasant hours; of 
those afternoons when 1 come and doffed niy uniform—t.e., frock 
Coat ami top hat, worn as a salesman for Arnericaii printing 
machinerymake ready the forme for Llm coming issue of 
Fukkoom and fecfl the press, us Marsh, Teherkesoff, Turner, 
Nettlau, or at times n hd>ourer hired from the street, would turn 
the handle and grind out the sheets, and the myalcrions Misa 
A. A. Iiavies* with glove^l hands, liftcil them fmm the press. 

What has it accomplished aa a result of these foriv years 
of idealism imd effort? Ddch anyone know? Knrely" not 1, 
unlcHS it he the spiritual uplift I JFeel everv time the mmics of 
the men and women wlio worked for it come to my mind. 
IxDoking buck over tlicse linriy-one years, at the lives of the 
men and women who worked for the paper^nnd I have not 
rnentiomd the narncK of Keell and Owen ond others who have 
kept the li^ht hurning these many years—compare Mm condition 
of the w'orking-clftKti movement in tfie early nineties and at the 
jpresent lime, and tlu? spirit of freedom abroad in the world then 
and now. l.Jir? 1 not iviilk on shore in those days with haolly 
as inueh a by vour leave, and limt Uecemher and in March, ll>*i2, 
wan I iK»t madi lo feel my slav wim limited and under certain

1 rear] in the Nuihu of Hepl ember li5 an article by liobcrt 
Dell on 'J’hc Crisis in French Socialism*'' J do cot intend to 
quarrel with A£r* Dell's cocchisions with reference to the 
quaudary in which Ifie French Socialist Tarty now tindb itself, 
JLit why misstate so llagrantly the position within the French 
Labour movement? Speaking of the split within the organised 
bymlicahst movement of France. Mr* Dell says:—

Thos6 now governing Brazil yo arrogantly liava shown thorn* 
selves always despotic toward the rree-thiukor, violont toward 
those who are struggling for an ora of groator justic© and Liberty^ 
and vexatious towards those whose aspiration is more dignity in 
social relations and more docency in the administration of 
public funds. The conception of the Social Question these 
statesmen have isi ** The Social Question is a police g^uestion. 
That is to say, when the worker asks for more bread, better 
pay, more decent shelter, and imtrnotion that shall be adc- 
tjuatc and rational, they give him the sabre, the gaol, msults, 
the whip, or a horrible death amid the marshes of Oyapock. 
And so lively and intense is this hatred of the worker who has 
ideals that they never lose an opportunity to get rid of him, 
io strangle him, to sufloeate him. Without rhyme or reason 
they persecute him, torturo him, deport him, and kill him. 
But let us give details. 

When the military revolution of July 5, 1925, broke out, 
the Rio de Janeiro police imprisoned, among others, the foHowl¬

The sanie fate overtook Comrades S. Paulo, Nino 
Afarfcins, Pedro A. Mottu, Joso Fernandes Varella, Nicolau 
Paradas, and Thomas Borche, of the State of Santa Cntharina. 
Sent to Oyapock, lliey died in want of everything, abandoned 
by all, without any one who loved them to caress them in 
their lust moments, or u soft voice to cheer them in their doleful 
hour of need. Furlhcrmoro, Comnides Ecxlolpho Marques da 
Costa, Antonio Vas, Yicento IJorca, nncl Jose Manssini, were 
at the same Lime deported to their native countries for the solo 
crime of having interested themselves in the associativo move¬ 
ment—in the movement for the recovery by the proletariat of 
its rights—a thing the tyrants ivho govern this country, ’^vliich 
ia worthy of a better iate, do not tolerate. 

The life of tlie worthy toiler, of Uie revolutionary toiler, 
of the worker who is proud of himself, of liim who reads any¬

FASCISM PLUNGING TO ITS DEATH. 


Tbo Anarchist press is performing a world-sorviec Ly its 
peraistent exposure of Fascism, and this should be Bclf-evideut 
to cveryonG who has tliought seriously on the labour question. 
It should bo obvious that we cannot get rid of exploitation until 
wo have abundoned delinitoly the fatal vice of calling on some 
fancied God, some self-crowned Dictator, some glib l^arliamen* 
tarian, or eome autocratic Labour loader to get us out of diffi¬ 
culties, for which our own mental indolence and moral cowardice 
arc to blame. Self-help is the first and most inexorable law 
of life. 

Mussolini is at tliis moment the most dangerous man In 
Europe, for he is riding for a fall, aud, to save himself, will not 
scruple for a moment to drag U8 all into another war* For this 
very reason the dominant aristocracy in every country, and all 
such Die-Hard organs as the Post^ are grovelling at iiis 

feet, and working tooth and nail to create a Mussolini cult. He 
himself is already steeped to the lips in blood; lus life is in 
constant peril, and, like all degenerates, he will seek to pre¬ 
serve his life at any cost. It is his boast that he delights in 
living on the edge of danger, but we doubt if tiny tyrant ever 
took greater preeuutions to guard himself against assault. 
Consider, for example, that the Giomah a Fascist 

organ, expressed profound astonishment at the latest- attempt 
on Mussolini's life, because it considered that the elaborate 
precautions taken l>y the police had rendered such an event 
impossible. '* Understand,'' it said* that every house, the 
windows of which looked out upon the streets through which 
Mussolini would pass, \vm examined from roof to baseiucni.. 
For forty-eight hours prior to his p^isaage the tcniint^^ of Lho 
apartmenta were not allowed lo receive visitors, or even meni- 
hera of thoir own fatuilies, without a permit from tbo police, 
bpecial cordons of gcndumics and detectives watched tho street 
exits, nml patrolled the streets from end lo end*" 

Tlicso arti sure sigiia of instability and fear. Fear is tho 
goad that is pricking the Dictator and liis fallowers to increasing 
cruelties ; and they have every reason to be afraid, for ihey 
have created tliousiiiids of enemies in a nation exceptionally 
proiJO to hcIh of veugeaiice, and they are finding themselves 
mom and more iaolated. The Vatican, which hahitiially takes 
lung views and bides its time, is turning against .Mussolini, 
His agents have made a bitter enemy of France by financing 
williin her borrUtrs imti-Fascist and anti-Spanish plots, with tlui 
purpose of inducing I lie FYeneh authorities to lumd over lo Fas¬ 
cist ** jusiice " political refugees. All this liaa been dificlo^ed by 
llio confessions of Uiertolli tlaribaldi* the degenorafe grandson of 
Italy 'b great Ijcro, ami a fellow wbidsc infamous record Bertoni and 
other Ainmdjisl etiilors have thoroughly exposed. Jforeover, the 
sober opiiiiou ot alt I lie worhl inevitably tunis against n rd^mc 
wlddi persecutes kucU rmui a.s J^enedeito Frocc, mid adopts 
mucIj ^ " emergency decrees ns ihnse rccenlly approved by 
Hiiilv'H HhamcleKBlv anbservient Senate. The death pennlfy,

THE PERILS OF NATIONALISATION. 

{To Editor of Fbeedom.) 

Dear Editor,— With ioterest I read (in Preedom, Aug.-Sept) 
Wm. C. Owen's paper, - The Perils of Nationalisation/' Toward 
the end he writes: ** U I thought, as most Anarohists still think, 
that Henry George's teaching would lead to Nationalisation and the 
complete supremacy of the State, as sole owner of the moans of life, 
I would no more think of associating myself with them than I would 
think of chaining myself to a leper." Surely this is a remarkable 
and contradictory position seeing that Mr. Owen supports theCommon- 
wealth Land Party, which aims at the Nationalisation of the Jand. 
Its ^hey is: " Following on the Military Service Act, the Common¬ 
wealth Land Party demands, that on an Appointed Date the Crown, 
as Trustee tor the People, shall coUeet for the People the economic 
rent of the Land/' Here we see Owen associsted with Eoyaltv 
authority of the State, and Centralisation. Poor Mr. Owen the 
Individualist! ' 

I too believe in the social ownership of the land, and not only 
the land but all the means of production and distribution of wealth * 
but not through a capitalist State. Mr. Owen olaitna that the Socialist 
philosophy has failed. Where is the evidence 7 The position of the 
world to-day proves the Socialist position to be true and the case for 
Individualism unsound and foolish. 

Science has produeed a highly intematjonalised society where 
production and transport is on a mass scale. If owned by the com* 
muni^ and controlled by all, those forces could be used to produce 
wealth for-all vyith a decreased number of working hours. By those 
means true individualism would be developed. We can, if given an 
oppoitunlty, use Parliament to peacefully transform soeiety. The 
Labour Party and the Independent Labour Party can no more be 
^inted out as Sociaiists than the Governments of the British posses^ 
eiouB or tho ^ hot-heads " who desire to see us in street battles. His 
reference VS Mussolini enforcing Socialism on a nation is simply a 
md misrepresentation oI the Socialist position.—^Yotirs faithfully,

being too poor to pay tho exorbitant prices fuel dealers now doraaiid. 
k-verywhere are to be seen notioes that •' Trespassers will be Prose¬ 
cuted, and so far ns wa are concerned those timbered tracts might 
just as well be m the moon. The felling, sawing, and carting away 
0 a tiee is a long and noisy task. Even to attempt it, therefore, 

woMd bring immediate arrest, for gamekeepers are always on tho 
watch. ^ 

This is typical of the whole situation in this country, A few 
have been permitted to fence iu the natural resources of this small 
island, and thereby have the remainder of the population, some 
^rty-four millions, completely at their mercy. Like the rest of tho 
Commonwealth Land Party, I am attacking that monstrosity; and 
like them. 1 am attacking it in the name of Individual Freodom-the 
only kind of freedom worth talking about. It is a definite attack on 
what seems to us the cornerstone of human slavery. Wo are quite 
open about it, for wo advocate tho extermination of landlordism and 
the placing of this country's natural resources at the free and equal 
disposition of every one of its inhabitants, paying no compensation 
to the present monopolists, and more than hinting that they should 
be called on to compensate those on whose exploited labour they 
have lived so long. If I were a coiner of slogans I should concen¬ 
trate on this; " You forced us to fight for our country. Now we 
take posaesaion of it, as being ours" 

I am not, and never have been, a beUever in Land National^ 
tion, for that implies ownership hy some governing body whioh would 
have the individual as completely at its mercy as the land monopo¬ 
list has him now. Land, being a gift from the hand of Nature and 
not the product of human labour, should not be owned, bnt should 
be for the free and equal use of all. Henry George expressly con¬ 
demned all nationalisation schemes, with a great array of argnmente 
Md m the strongest terms. He popularised tho proposals urged by 
Herbert Spencer, surely a most exact and powerful thinker, who was 
tteoughout his life the uncomproraising foe of the State; declared 
that we progress from barbarism in proportion as we minimise tho 
influence of the State; denounced Socialism as "the coming slavery " 
because it would make the State omnipotent; and explained with 
groat clarity that the method of land tenure he advocated was entirely 
compatible with the law of equal individual freedom. In my 
judgment his analysis is correct. I think bis plan by far tho most 
praoticablo, and indeed the only practicable, solution of tho land 
question yet advanced ; and if I am certain of auy one thing it is 
that the land question must bo solved. 

For the rest, tho Commonwealth Land Party seems to me purely 
a propaganda party, permeated with that spirit of individual libertv 
and individual revolt in whioh I believe. It is voicing bard truths, 
and voiomg them uticompromiaiugly. It is making a definite and 
neooasay attack; and if ever the disinherited masses should have 
the good aeuse to unite on that attack they would bring Capitalism 
toundod as it is on the monopoly of natural resources, thundering te 
the ground, would destroy thorowith the coeroivo State, and would 
open the gate te a rtlgimo of individual freedom under which human 
slavery would bo no longer possible, 

Mr. Warr is not a courteous opponent, for he writes of mo as 
Poor Mr. Owen, the Individualist!'' As for my being a worshipper 
of royalty, ho may toll that te the ninriues. Personally, I think tho 
wording of the platform imfortuimte; hut platforms are never 
immaculate, and tho basic fact is that the Commonwealth Land 
I arty is making a straight attack on tlie mother of all those mono- 
pohoB that hold mankind in chains It is really a rovolntionarv 
party, and if ever it should achieve the overthrow of land mouopolv 
there is no eartlily toasoii why tho various eommunitios of which the 
nation IS composed should not themselves administer their own 
natural resources without the intervention of any centralised authority 
'That, however, is iu the future's lap. Land monopoly, tho comcr- 
Btemi of the whole oapitalistio system of exploitation, has to bo 
aholiBliud first; and he who imagines that this can ho accomplished 
without a territio struggle, and without tho arousing of tho mi^os to 
a far gmator smmo of huinaij rights than now exists* must indeod bo 
ignomrit of liisiofy and blind to facts, ttv ^ ^

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ALEXANDER BERKMAN^S PRISON MEMOIRS.* 


The battle of IIoraestBiid hi 1899 is almost forgotten now, but 
that fierce conflict between tho locked-out ironworkers omployed by 
Andrew’ Carnegie and the three hundred armed Pinkerton thugs 
brought in to terrorise them stirred the American Labour movement 
to its depths. The hypocritical Carnegie insisted on a reduction of 
wages and refused to arbitrate, selecting Henry C. Frick to carry out 
the progmmme. But the defeat and ignominious surrender of the 
Pinkertons was a severe check to his plana, and the exposure of his 
brutal metViods created a storm of indignation throughout the 
country, A young Eussian Anarchist, Alexander Berkman, decided 
to strike a blow on behalf of the workers. He took the train to 
PUisburgh, and gaining admittance bo Frick*s ofbee, shot and severely 
wounded Carncgio*s lieutenant. At the trial he was seiifconced to 
twonty-ono years' imprisonment, aud these Memoirs ” are a record 
of the fourteen years he actually served. 

When we read this terrible chronicle of prison life, one thing 
stands out more strikingly than anything else, namely^ the amazing 
vitality of Berkman's revolutionary spirit and idealism. During the 
Wfhole of those fourteen years, with their daily round' of drudgery, 
mean tasks, petty persecution, and brutality designed specially to 
break the spirit of the unfortunate victims of our social system, his 
keepers never quite succeeded in stifling the dame of revolt in 
Berk man's heart, though he Viad many fits of utter despair and on 
one occasion meditated suicide. But eventually he triumphed over 
all his enemies, and thb book, first published in 1919, is a signal 
proof of hi a victory. 

Whether the prison life here recorded is general in America wo 
cannot say \ but if it is, then the sins of society against the prisonei-s 
far outweigh their sins against society. The systematic torture and 
brutality of wardens and gaolers, the bad food, solitary confinement, 
and constant bludgeonings, would be impossible if it were not for 
the apathy and indifTerence of the public. Prison life is morally 
degrading not only to the prisoners but also to their kee]pera, whose 
inhumanity is fostered by the helplessnesa of those in their hands, 

Alexander Berkman's book is the most damning indictment of 
the prison system \ve have ever read, and makes us realise how 
futile have been the efVorts of pHson reformers* l^umsliment is a 
relic of barbarism, and can never bo humane.
